W a sh in g to n, November 25th.—TbeCom- 
missioner of Indian Affairs has received re­ 
ports from the agents at the Round Valley 
and Mission consolidated agencies in Cal­ 
ifornia. The agent at Round Valley, in his 
report, says: ‘ The trespassers are gather­ 
ing new courage over their success, and 
have been, in most cases, more insolent 
than before, seeming to think that the res­ 
ervation belongs to them. The desperate 
efforts which these men put forth to resist 
the" Government authorities, both civil 
and military, and to prevent the re­ 
covery of {hese lands from fraudulent 
occupation, call for most severe action. 
Their continued occupation of almost the 
entire reservation is a disgrace to the United 
States Government and should not be tol­ 
erated. 
The gross injustice done these 
defenseless Indians by the few men contin­ 
uing to occupy almost the entire reserva­ 
tion is a shameful return for the hundreds 
of thousands of acres of land now owned by 
white men, and over which, forty years 
ago, the Indians held undisputed control. 
Now they are herded up like so many 
sheep on less than one-thirtieth of their 
lands, while their enemies, the trespassers, 
combining under the leadership of one or 
two men, are capable of taking all possible 
advantage of the leniency of our Govern­ 
ment, which is also reluctant to resort to 
means that might be considered harsh or 
unnecessarily severe. 
These 
men 
are 
hoardingup their ill-gotten gains and keep­ 
ing constantly prepared to use any means 
in their power to hold on to the lands so 
fraudulently occupied by them. 
Many 
times since I assumed charge of this agency 
the Indians have asked me whether or not 
they could expect any relief from the Gov­ 
ernment. It has been a hard question to 
answer satisfactorily to them. There are 
535 Indians on the reservation.” 


t h e m issio n t r ib e s. 
Mr. Preston, agent of the Mission tribes, 
says that they have been robbed of their 
lands by bad law, or by no law. He con­ 
tinues: “ Every foot of the available land 
is bounced, and ail risks and chances of the 
unscrupulous trader and gambler are taken, 
and the lands of the Indian seem to be an 
object of Special cupidity. Tracts of land 
are 
settled on 
and ¡are ¡claimed, lines 
are changed by private surveys, known 
lines transgressed, and every art, trick and 
device of the unscrupulous land pirate is 
resorted to in order to secure lodgement. 
This, of course, increases the labor and re­ 
sponsibility of an agent already onerously 
burdened with official work. I have sought 
to impress ail such that they cannot grab 
this land with impunity, but with what 
success the records and future will show. 
Quite a number of cases are in the immedi­ 
ate future, and considerable litigation and 
departmental support, therefore will be 
needed. Cases should be made at San 
Ysabel, San Ysidio, San Fillippi, San Pas- 
gul. Pauma, Pala, and at other places. 
Additional appropriations for schools, farm­ 
ing implements and teachers of farming 
are requested.”

H o w th e C h icago A n a r c h ists a re e d u c a t­ 
in g T h eir C h ild ren . 
C h ic a g o, November 25th.—The Execu­ 
tive Committee of the newly organized 
local Anarchist society, known as the Ar- 
beiter Bund, has issued a circular calling a 
large mass meeting for next Sunday for the 
purpose of devising means by which to 
found Anarchist 
schools 
for 
children 
throughout the city. 
The circular was freely distributed to­ 
day. It invites all Anarchists to investi­ 
gate the Society Sunday-schools. of which 
there are six in Chicago, each located in 
the rear of the basement of a saloon. 
One of the schools, in the back room of 
Rochour Bros.’ saloon at Lincoln avenue 
and Halstead street, was found to contain 
this afternoon 120 children, ranging from 5 
to 14 years of age, seated on long benches 
and listening intently to wbat the teacher 
was explaining to them about Johann Most.

The death of 
Lasker H. Marvin, a prominent broker, oc- 
cured ten days ago from this disease, and 
was soon followed by the deaths of Miss 
Martha Watson, a young society belle, and 
Mrs. Alma Stafford, a young bride of seV' 
enteen years.

20,000 people

After a delay of over an hour, during 
which the spectators shivered and stamped 
and swore, the referee's boat summoned 
the men to start. No provision had been 
made to give the press facilities for report­ 
ing the race, and correspondents had to 
hustle for themselves. O’Connor’s colors 
were blue and white, and Teemer’s red 
and black. The latter won the choice of 
position, and took the Virginia side of the 
river. There was considerable delay, but 
no false starting of the men, and at 4:30 
the word was given. 
O’Connor's boat jumped as he drove his 
blades in the water, and gained an advant­ 
age of several teet at the start. Both men 
were pulling a thirty-six stroke, and the 
time of the first quarter of a mile was 
rather slow. O’Connor maintained a slight 
lead to the half-mile, when Teemer spurted 
and came up with him. For the next 
quarter 
a mile they were on even terms 
At the mile O’Connor had gained a lead of 
one length. Approaching the stake-boat, 
he put on a tremendous spurt, and rounded 
very cleverly three lengths ahead of his op­ 
ponent, and squared away for home. 
Teemer made an indiflerent turn and 
fouled thq Hag with an oar. He seetred to 
have lost his head, and pulled at times an 
uneven stroke. PYom the turn to home it 
was a procession. Teemer could not re­ 
cover his lost ground, and O’Connor with­ 
out exertion gained steadily.

W hat th e In tern a l 
K even u e 
C om m is­ 
sio n er's R ep o rt Show s. 
W a sh in g to n, November 25th.—Commis­ 
sioner of Internal Revenue Miller has sub­ 
mitted his annual report for the fiscal year 
to the Secretary ol the Treasury. The 
revenues from internal taxation during the 
current fiscal year are estimated at $125,­ 
000,000. The revenues for the year 1888 
amounted to $124.32(j,475 32. as follows: 
Spirits, $69,306,166 41, tobacco $30.662,431 52, 
fermented iiquors $23.324 218 48, oleomar- 
gerine $S64,139 88, banks $4,202 55, miscel­ 
laneous $165,316 48. 
The aggregate of collections made in the 
First California District was $1,892.647. and 
in the Fourth California District $306,­ 
767 33. The total collections made for the 
first three months oi the current fiscal year 
amonnt to $31,214,718 54. The cost of col­ 
lecting internal revenue taxes the last fiscal 
year was $3,978,283 39. 
During the year 
1,074 violations of the law have been re­ 
potted by Revenue Agents, 781 persons ar­ 
rested. and property of the value of $132,­ 
744 35 reported for seizure. The estimated 
expenses of the Bureau for the next fiscal 
year are $4.135,280. 
During the last fiscal year there were 
manufactured 
in 
California 137,293,535 
cigars and 4,840.930 cigarettes. There were 
29,617 persons in California and Nevada 
who paid special license taxes last year, 
and there were|246 fruit distilleries in oper­ 
ation in California last year. 
In reference to the proposition to abolish 
the tax on brandy distilled from fruit, the 
Commissioner says: 
“ It appears to be 
probable that the relief of tins article from 
taxation would lead to the utilization of a 
large number of different fruits for the 
distillation of spirits, which might reason­ 
able be expected to have an appreciable 
effect upon the tax paid on grain and mo­ 
lasses spirits, with which it would come 
in competition. 
Under the present law, 
which practically confines brandy products 
to thp use of apples, peaches or grapes, and 
despite the endeavor to exercise as close 
supervision as it has been found practicable 
to apply to a business carried on bv so i 
many individuals, and scattered over so 
large an area, it is supposed that a consid­ 
erable percentage of the prqduct escapes 
taxation ; and even this amount is the i 
subject 
of 
complaint 
from 
distillers ¡ 
of 
whisky, 
who 
declare

i s 1 
perceptibly 
felt 
in some 
places 
If, 1 
then, ^ in adciitioa to this 
fraudulent 
quantity the whole legitimate product of 
truit brandy should be put upon the mar­ 
ket tax free, and this should again be 
swollen by the unrestricted use not only of , 
apples, peaches and grapes, but of any and 
all other fruits, under the inducement of- ■ 
fered for competition with whisky and 
rum, loaded with a tax of 90 cents a gallon, < 
I believe that the grievance of the whisky 
producers would prove not to be an imagin- j 
ary one. A large quantity of free tru it! 
brandy would surely be marketed in locali- ' 
ties where the smaller grain distillers are 
mainly situated, and could not fail to se n -' 
ously affect the business of the latter. The 
reduction in revenue by the abolition of 
the tax upon fruit brandy is not, therefore, 
I consider, to be measured by the subtrac­ 


tion of the present collections from that 
source. 
A considerably larger amount 
would in all probability be lost, while the 
mischief to the revenue and tire increased 
difficulties in the enforcement of the law 
in regard to grHin and molasses spirits 
would be out of all proportion to the 
amount of tax surrendered.” 
The quantity of spirits produced and de­ 
posited in the distillery warehouses during 
the fiscal year 188S was 70 279.406 gallons, 
less thau the production of 1877 by 7.552 993 
gallons. Of grape brandy there remained 
in the special bonded warehouses in Cali­ 
fornia at the end of the fiscal year, 845 061 
gallons. Of the 864,704 gallons of grape 
brandy bonded during the fiscal year, 
535,583 gallons were produced in the First 
District of California. 318,616 gallons in the 
Fourth District of California, 10,089 gallons 
ia the Tenth District of Ohio, and 416 gal­ 
lons in the Fifth of New Jersey. The total 
product bonded was 191,094 gallons more 
than in the previous year. The amount re­ 
moved ('ax paid,) was 60,735 gallons more, 
and the loss resulting from regauge, under 
the Act of May 28, 1880, was 5,813 gallons 
more than in 1877. 
It appears from the report that the aver­ 
age monthly production of olemargaiine 
durirg the fiscal year was 2,860,460 pounds, 
and that the average monthly production 
for the twenty months during which the 
law was in operation, was 2,801,007 pounds.

The grounds of 
the application are not made known. 


A ron u d th e W orld by R ail. 
Several years ago a newspaper Bohemian 
named Kent, who is now editing the Lar­ 
amie Boomerang, the paper established by 
Bill Nye, the humorist, evolved the idea 
of an all-rail route around the world, or at 
least practically so. 
His plan was well 
thought of by some of the best railroaders 
in the country, among them high officials 
of the Union Pacific. 
Kent being at that 
time employed on an Omaha paper, and in 
daily communication with the Union Pa­ 
cific headquarters, laid his plans before the 
officers of that company, and preliminary 
steps were taken to consummate the mat­ 
ter. 
It was first necessary to enlist the 
co-operation of the Russian Government, 
and Kent actually had personal corre­ 
spondence with the Czar on the subject. 
A commission was appointed by the Rus­ 
sian Government to take further steps in 
the matter, when by the duplicity of some 
one connected with the Russian side of the 
arrangement, and the subsequent refusal of 
the Czar to subsidize the American com­ 
pany by terms similar to those which the 
United States granted to the Union Pacific 
Company, the matter fell through, and 
has since rested in abeyance. 
The idea was to run a railway from the 
United States along the Pacific coast of 
British America and Alaska to Behring’s 
strait, tunnel the strait, and continue on, 
overland, to St. Petersburg, connecting 
there with 
European railway systems 
through Germany and other countries to 
the English channel, and of course con­ 
necting with other systems en route, lead­ 
ing through Austria, and the Latin coun­ 
tries of Europe. 
It was a great idea, 
though not so colossal at the time com­ 
paratively, as was the transcontinental 
road in the United States at the time it 
was first projected ; and it will vet be car­ 
ried out. 
Thus the tide of travel to Eu­ 
rope will be . turned westward. 
People 
will, instead of risking the dangers of an 
Atlantic trip, and the horrors of mal de 
mar, as well as for the purpose of saving 
time, leave New Y’ork for London via 
Portland and St. Petersburg, and thus 
will be exemplified more fully the great 
speech of Senator Benton, when, in point 
ing from Washington toward the Pacific, 
he exclaimed : "There lies the E ast: there 
lies India 1” 
There are now two lines of railway 
running eastward from St. Petersburg to­ 
wards the Ural mountains, one terminating 
at Orenburg and the other at Ekaterin­ 
burg, and the Czar has lately approved of 
a plan to huild a railway continuing from 
the Ural mountains to the Pacific ocean, a 
distance of about 7,000 miles, including 
the 1,500 miles already constructed from 
St. Petersburg to the Ural. 
This road 
will have its eastern terminus at Ylarii- 
vostock, which is situated at the farthest 
southern extremity of Russian territory 
lying on the Pacific coast, on that side. 
This, of itself, will much shorten the trip 
from St. Petersburg to American Pacific 
coast ports, superinducing, as it will, a line 
of steamers from Vladivostock to Ameri­ 
can ports, across a much narrower portion 
of the Pacific ocean than that of the course 
of the steamers now (dying between Van­ 
couver and Yokohama. 
But in a little 
time, comparatively, the route will be all 
rail from St. Petersburg to New Y’ork. 
The generation now growing up will make 
the trip.—Portland Oregonian.

P a r is, November 25tb.—M. De Roulde 
made a speech at the meeting of the 
Patriotic League io-day. 
He spoke in 
terms of warm praise of General Bon- 
ianger. Referring to the recent accident to 
the Russian Imperial train, he expressed 
sympathy with the Czar and rejoiced over 
his escape front harm. The speech was 
greatly applauded, and especially the ref­ 
erence to General Boulanger. 
The meeting was held in a restaurant. 
Access to outsiders was barred by police, 
who prevented the proposed public recep­ 
tion. 
A tew arrests were made, but the 
proceedings were in the main orderly. 
At the conclusion of the banquet Gen­ 
eral Boulanger made a speech, in which he 
said : " I am more a patriot than a soldier. 
I ardently desire peace—not a peace which 
is demanded, but a peace imposed b y a 
firm and dignified attitude. 
That is tire 
ODly peace acceptable to French hearts." 
He inveighed against a policy which di­ 
vided the forces of the country, causing 
misleading appearances of weakness—mis­ 
leading, because the least appeal to the 
country would cause all internal dissension 
to vanish like a bad dream. He strongly 
denounced Ferry for wasting the country’s 
resources in Toaquio. 


C EN TR A L A M E R IC A . 
Serious O u tb reak in V en ezu ela —The Re­ 
volution iu iio liv ia . 
P an a m a, November 25th. — A rum cr, 
which the Venezuelan Consul at Colon has 
reason to credit, has reached here to the 
effect that a serious revolutiou has broken 
out in Venezuela. It is reported that Gen­ 
eral Crespo, supported by General Sergia 
Somargo, landed in the east, and now has 
an army of 5,000 men. 


THE BOLIVIAN TROUBLE. 
On October 6fh President Arco of Bolivia 
arrived at Potosi wiih the norther» divi­ 
sion of the army. On his approach the 
revolutionists abandoned the city and pro­ 
ceeded toward Lagunillas. 
A private letter written in Potosí the 
sarue day says : “ The situation is not a 
bright one. as the Lucia rebels are march­ 
ing on this place. Belesario, Salinas. Ri­ 
cardo, Mejia, ánd a number of the best- 
known civil and military authorities are 
with them. 
"Immediately after reaching Potosi Pre­ 
sident Arco adopted measures to prevent 
the advance of the rebels. We have over 
220 men at Carachipampa, four leagues 
from Potosi, awaiting the advance of the 
revolutionists. 
Troops have arrived at 
La Paz from Huanchaca, wbile all suspects 
are to receive orders to leave La Paz on the 
evening of Sunday, October 8th. The revo­ 
lutionary movement in La Paz was the 
cause of numerous fatalities. Flori. who 
headed the mutiny at Fiarilo, is not ex­ 
pected to recover from his wound."

T H E TRO U BLE AT T H E SO U TE SEAS. 


Affairs in Samoa are again in an en­ 
tangled condition, according to news re­ 
ceived Saturday. A year ago ami more 
German agreseion led to fears that Ameri­ 
can interests would permanently suffer, if 
indeed the Americans were not expelled. 
The rebel King Tawesese has been con­ 
stantly under the German thum b; is a 
creation of the German merchants. Certain 
classes of the natives hare comported them­ 
selves towards Americans and Englishmen 
in an outrageous manner, because they be­ 
lieve the Germans will hold them harmless- 
The Mataafa (Malietoa men, who were in 
"resistance 
against Tamesese, the rebel 
King, are reported to have massed in large 
numbers, and one account is th a t a battle 
lias taken place, in which Tamesese was 
defeated and taken prisoner of war, and 
that Mataafa Malietoa, the patriot King, 
is, at 
least, captor of his rival. 
If 
this be true, we may expect the Ger­ 
mans to change their policy and fully 
recognize the conque rere at last, hut the 
disposition to annoy Americans and Kng- 
lishmen in order to absorb the ¡slantj 
trade is not likely to be relaxed. The re­ 
port is that the outrages have gone so far 
a, firing by German marines into masses 
of non-combatant Samoans and into the 
houses of foreign residents. A meeting of 
the latter was held at Apia October 24th, 
when this resolution was passed: 
T h at this m eeting protests against th e high­ 
h an d ed outrages com m itted Iasi night by an 
arm ed boat from the G erm an m an-ot-w ar firing 
upon defenseless Sam oans and into th e resi­ 
dences o f foreign residents w ith in th e neutral 
territory. 
T hat a com m ittee lie appointed to w ait upon 
th e A m erican aw l Briti h Consuls, urging the 
necessity of im m ediate action being taken to 
prevent a recurrence o f sim ilar outrages. 
American and English men-of-war are 
at Apia, and are affording the Consuls and 
tbeir people protection. 
It is possible that this news is somewhat 
exaggerated, and that the Germans are 
acting under their treaty and commercial 
compact with Samoa giving them power 
to conserve peace, protect the local gov­ 
ernment, etc., and that in doing so excesses 
may have been committed, and reckless or 
careless German marines have fired upon 
non-combatants without authority. 
Bat 
that the German influence in Samoa de­ 
sires to monopolize Samoan commerce and 
overthrow the legitimate Government is 
clearly proven by the course of the Ger­ 
man officials for several years. 
The Samoan or Navigator group consists 
of two large fertile islands, Savaii and 
Vpolu, with ten lesser ones. 
Though 
American and English interests are large, 
the chief commercial interest there is that 
of the Deutsche Handels and Plantagen 
Gesellschaft der Sudsee Inslem zu Ham­ 
burg. 
Of the 600,000 acres of cultivatable 
land, the Hamburg Company owns 15,000» 
and other German interests 150,000, on 
which are grown cotton, cocoanuts, tobacco, 
cinnamon, etc. 
In 1879 Germany nego­ 
tiated a treaty with the local Government, 
and later England and the United States 
negotiated similar treaties. In 1881 Ger­ 
many proposed to annex the islands. In 
1884 she managed to form a compact with 
the Samoan King, giving Germany practi­ 
cally complete control. This King, later 
on, petitioned England to extend a pro­ 
tectorate over him, alleging that he had 
signed the compact under fear. The King 
sought annexation with New Zealand in 
IAS-5, but was refused. The same year the 
German Consul at Apia pulled down the 
Samoan flag and raised the German colors. 
The United States complained, and the 
Berlin government rebuked the Consul. 
Malietoa, then King—descended from a 
long line of chiefs—tradition says that for 
500 years the descent can be traced. Ger­ 
many, because Malietoa sought to free 
himself, picked up 
Chief 
Tamesese— 
a 
pretender—and 
preferred his claims 
to 
the 
Crown, 
and 
the 
pulling 
down of the flag 
was 
part of that 
programme. 
In 1886 Germany sent three 
war ships to Samoa, and an Admiral who 
addressed the rel>el Tamasese as “ King,” 
and gave him to understand, in an address 
full of tenderness, that Germany was his 
friend. 
Malietoa thereupon appealed to 
the I'nited States Consul, praying that 
Americans would not side against him. 
The Consul issued an order assuring him 
they would not, and that no American 
warship would fire upon Samoans, and 
commanding all people to keep the peace. 
This proclamation was a very bumptious 
paper, and created much amusement, espe­ 
cially in California, where the Consul had 
his home, but the spirit of the document 
was right. 
O ur Consul’s next act was to raise the 
Samoan flag over th e Consulate. The loyal 
Samoans were greatly delighted at this 
manifestation of friendship. 
T he U nited 
States gunboat M ohican arrived soon after, 
and its commander and the B ritish Consul 
sustained the American Consul in his pro­ 
ceedings, hut the Germ an representative 
protested hotly. 
K ing M alietoa now rallied his warriors 
to assail the rebels, whereupon the Am er­ 
ican Consul, the Captain of th e United 
States gunboat and the foreign Consuls vis­ 
ited the rebel camp at Fasetovtia in an 
endeavor to prevent bloodshed. 
Tamesese 
was incorrigible, and the K ing went on 
with his war preparations. 
T he Consuls 
m et again, and signed an order command­ 
ing the people to remain at home, and 
affirming 
th at 
the 
Consuls 
had 
Dot 
recognized 
Tamesese 
as King. 
This 
document 
the 
Germ an 
Consul 
was 
induced 
to sign. 
In 
May 
the 
for­ 
eign Consuls acceded to M alietoa’s re­ 
quest to address him as King, and to ask 
Tamesese to surrender his fort and disband 
iiis army, and this was successfully accom­ 
plished. 
It may here be stated th at all our Con­ 
suls to .Samoa have been enthusiasts upon 
the great advantage of increasing our trade 
with these fertile and im portant islands, 
and hence their urgency against Germ an 
aggressiveness, which looks to monopoliza­ 
tion. 
It should be also added that the 
United Slates owns a landing and grounds 
aud special privileges in the harbor of 
l ’ango-l’nngo, and has a coaling station 
th ere ; this was secured under the adm in­ 
istration of President Haves, and this is 
one cause 01 G entian mortification and of 
hatred toward the United States, so far 
as the Samoan m atter is concerned. 
President Cleveland, in his message for 


1886, referred to the action of our Consul 
in that year accepting Malietoa’s request 
for an American protectorate, and added 
that the presumption of the Consul in ex­ 
tending the protectorate had resulted in 
his recall and in declination to act as the 
King desired. Tn 1886, King Kalakaua, 
of the Hawaiian Government, sought to 
form an alliance with Malietoa, but was 
repalsed. 
In 1887 Harold Sewell, of 
Maine, was made United States Consul at 
Apia. All that year German movements 
proved the desire of Germany to control 
the Islands 
single-handed and 
alone. 
When the news came last year that the 
Germans had deposed Malietoa, it de­ 
veloped that in the treaty of 1878, be­ 
tween 
England, Germany, the United 
States and Samoa, the latter had reserved 
the right, in case of trouble with powers 
in amity with the United States, to claim 
the protection of the American flag. 
In August, 1887, Germany laid charges 
against Malietoa of varions offenses and 
assaults upon 
Germans, and demanded 
a sum of money of him in compensation, 
and insultingly added: “ There-has been 
nothing just or correct in Samoa in all the 
days you have ruled.” 
The King replied 
that he would consult his Government, 
and immediately fled. 
Thereupon the 
German marines came ashore and began a 
house-to-house search for him, conducted 
with rudeness and cruelty; even Ameri­ 
cans were assaulted and insulted, and their 
houses entered and furniture broken aud 
tossed out. Tamesese arrived presently, 
according to programme, and was installed 
King by the German men-of-war’s men. 
Consul Sewall issued his orders for Ameri­ 
cans to remain neutral; Consul Wilson, of 
England, united with him in a proclama 
tion refusing to recognize Tamesese. 
In 
towns where the natives tore down Tame- 
sese’s proclamation, German troops were 
sent and 
the 
villages plundered and 
burned in punishment. 
In the United 
States and England the action of Germany 
was hotly denounced. Finally, Malietoa 
was induced to surrender to the German 
commander, who took him t<>6iew Guinea. 
The ousting of Tamesese, under demand 
of the “ Powers,” the restoration of the 
legitimate King, the new rebellion by 
Tamesese, the continued op¡iosition of 
Germany to increasing American and Eng­ 
lish trade in the islands, and now the 
trouble referred to in the outset, are the 
latest developments in this matter in the 
South seas. In the whole affair, it must 
be confessed, the United States Govern­ 
ment has played at least a peaceful part, 
though much put upon by the pushing 
Germans, whose eye to business and desire 
to promote colonization lead them to con­ 
tinue in the endeavor to possess one of the 
finest group of volcanic islands in the 
world. 


REPGBLICAN BANQUET 


TO SENATOR STANFORD AND RE­ 
PUBLICAN CONGRESSMEN. 


GO AND 3IN 
NO MORE. 


A distinguished theologian. Rev. Dr. 
Dwinell, who is one of the faculty of the 
Pacific Theological Seminary, in public 
print, as in debate, maintains that except 
the evidences are that there is a total loss 
of love, a single act of infidelity on the 
part of either husband or wife ought not 
to justify divorce. The reverend gentle­ 
man is bold in his judgment, and deserves 
public commendation for the courage of 
his convictions. 
The liberality of this 
Christian gentleman ought to be reflected 
in the sentiment of society. 
As it now 
stands, it is simply merciless, so far as infi­ 
delity to the marriage vow is concerned. 
Human beings are frail, else they would 
not lie m ortal; that because under great 
temptation and temporary subjection of 
the better self, the wife or the husband 
proves untrue there should follow final 
condemnation and the affixing forever of 
the stigma of dishonor, is not onljj cruel 
but it is inhuman. Of course, with Dr. 
Dwinelle, it must be agreed that where 
the element of deliberation enters into the 
act, as where one abandons the home to fly 
with another, the case is different. It is a 
fact that where for a single offense of weak­ 
ness husbands and wives have been for­ 
given by wives and husbands with more of 
mercy and love in their hearts than of 
the rigor of justice and jealousy of their 
own rights, neither have suffered rebuke 
from their race for this charity. 
The world appears to move upon the 
theory that the wife should forgive once, 
twice, thrice, or oftener; and even Courts 
advise some who pursue their legal rem­ 
edies for a single offense to condone the 
crime of the husband, and restore the rela­ 
tion of love and confidence. Why, then, 
should there be more rigid exaction where 
the wife is the offender ? It exhibits the 
better side of human nature that, as Dr. 
Dwinell says, husbands and wives do so 
often pardon each other’s weaknesses. 
Condonation is not sharing in the crime 
in these cases—it is extending to frail hu­ 
manity that charity that was taught by 
the Hero of the Cross, and has been 
written ineffi cabiy upon the tablets of 
mercy. Because there has been so little 
of 
that 
mercy 
extended to women, 
the ranks of a homeless class are largely 
swelled. The interests of society, there­ 
fore, would be conserved by the forgiving 
spirit for the single error. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of this State reports for a 
single city, out of 527 female outcasts 
whose cases were investigated, 178—or 34 
per cent.—came from the married state. 
Who shall say how many of these might 
have been saved from the greater by for­ 
giveness of the initial sin ? 
We are often impressed with the folly 
—not to say the cruelty—that publishes 
the shame of a wife and mother who for a 
moment yields to temptation, though not 
manifesting loss of love for her home and 
family. 
We are in many such cases dis- 
IKised to visit 
rebuke upon 
the un­ 
forgiving husbands, so large a majority of 
whom well know that the wives have 
cause, if merciless, to turn to them stony 
faces. 
■* 
Society can well place itself level with 
the code of Him who taught as never man 
did. 
It might well bid the erring for a 
single offense unmarked by depravity of 
heart and abandonment of sense of shame 
to “ Go, and sin no more.”

In all my hunting and fishing expe­ 
ditions I have never seen a sjiecimen of 
poisonous. reptile, insect or plant. 
I no- 
tiee an entire absence of both poison oak 
and ivy, which I have heretofore encoun­ 
tered wherever I have been. 
As far as I 
esn learn, what i have said in regard to 
Puget Sound also holds true of all the 
country lying west of the Cascade range.

A banquet in honor of United 8tates 
Senator Leland Stanford and the Republi­ 
can Representatives-elect to Congress was 
tendered by the Republicans of the State in 
the spacious dining-rooms of Palace Hotel, 
at San Frkucisco, on Saturday evening. 
Between three and four hundred prominent 
members of the party from all parts of the 
State participated, and the occasion was 
one of marked enthnsiasm and success. 
The walls of the banqueting room were 
gaily dressed in the national colors, and 
the tables were tastefully spread aDd 
extensively decorated with flowers, form­ 
ing a 
pleasing 
effect 
and 
giving a 
brilliant 
appearance 
to 
the 
scene. 
In the center of a table running the en­ 
tire length of the room and measuring 120 
feet was the chair of the toastmaster, and 
on the wall behind him were hung splen­ 
didly executed crayon pictures of President 
elect Harrison 
and Vice-President-elect 
Morton, with two of the larges! tlacs for a 
background. In the center of the wall, at 
the end of the room, was hung a still 
larger anil very finely-executed crayon pic­ 
ture of Senator Stanford, artistically draped 
with the national colors. 
In addition to the main table were six 
others extending across the room, all of 
which were covered with products of the 
conservatories in original designs. Principal 
among them was a centerpiece made of 
mutton-tallow, flowers, fruits and speci 
mens of ore, and representing the wealth 
of California. 
Four 
artistically shaped 
human figures, each holding a small Amer­ 
ican flag, represented the States of Califor­ 
nia. Oregon, Nevada and New York. 
The guests assembled in the hotel parlors 
between 7 and 8, and shortly before 8 
o’clock Senator Stanford arrived and was 
warmly greeted by the assembled Republi­ 
cans. with whom an extended aud very 
cordial hand-shaking was engaged in anil 
exchange of kindly sentiments. The bear­ 
ings of the occasion were quickly ren­ 
dered that of ease and enjoyment to all 
present, and continued so throughout the 
evening. 
Congressmen 
McKenna 
and 
Morrow soon joined the assembled host 
and aided in the genera! good feeling of 
the hour, born of enthusiasm of the recent 
Republican victory. 
• 
At 8 o'clock the party formed in prnces 
sion, with ex-Governor George C. Perkins 
and General W. H. Dimond at the hea l, 
followed by Senator Stanford and Hon. M 
M. Estee, the Republican Congressmen aud 
others forming the list ot guests. They 
marched to the dining-hall, anil took places 
at the tables, while Brandt’s orchestra, 
which was stationed in a recess at the end 
of the apartment, played Wagner’s march 
from “ Tbannhauser.” Ex-Governor Per­ 
kins took the chair of the master of cere­ 
monies. To his right sat Senator Stanford 
and M. M. Estee. while the cbairs to Mr. 
Perkins’ left were occupied by General Di­ 
mond and Congressmen Morrow and Mc­ 
Kenna. 
The menu cards were very pretty. Upon 
the outside covers were suggestive designs 
made familiar during the camnaign, such 
as log cabins, transparencies and the like. 
A miniature diamond was set in each, 
which shone out brilliantly from a dark 
background.

While the banquet was in progress Gov 
ernor Waterman entered, and after being 
received with enthusiastic applause, took 
a seat on the left ol Senator Stanford. 
At the conclusion of feasting General Di­ 
mond made some introductory remarks, 
stating that the parly was assembled as 
Republicans to meet the distinguished Re­ 
publican leaders—Senator Stanford and 
Congressmen Felton, Morrow, KcKenna. 
Vandevtr and De Haven—and to give them 
renewed assurances of confidence of the 
party. In conclusion be introduced ex­ 
Governor Perkins as toastmaster of the 
occasion. 
Mr. Perkins, in assuming the position 
assigned, made an extended and felicitous 
speech, which was frequently interrupted 
with applause. During bis’ remarks be 
said : " When you meet a man you love, 
you ask him to the banquet table to eat and 
drink with you. You do not ask au enemy 
to break your bread and eat your salt. We 
are assembled to honor our delega’es in 
the national Legislature, I am glad that I 
am present on this most happy occasion. 
Their voices will often be raised in our 
benefit in Congress, and it is but proDer 
that we should 
wish them God-spéed 
when they go to serve us, and we are 
glad 
to send them 
thus away with 
our heartiest approval and our blessing.” 
He spoke in eulogistic terms of Senator 
Stanford and especially dwelt upon the 
deb: ot gratitude which he said the people 
of California owed to the Senator, not only 
as a statesman, but as a citiz?n and philan­ 
thropist. The nniversity which is being 
erected at Palo Alto will, in the future, be 
a standing memorial, which future genera­ 
tions will recognize as the work of a man 
who has the true interests oí his State at 
heart. 
• 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Perkins’ re­ 
marks, Senator Stanford’s health was drunk 
by the assembled guests, standing, and 
amid wild and long-continued applause. 
The toast ‘ Our Distinguished Guests” 
was then offered, and M. M. Estee, respond­ 
ing. satd that he was glad to be present on 
the occasion of a reception complimentary 
to the senior Senator of the State, and 
also its Congressmen. The speaker was 
pleased that over forty counties of the State 
were represented around the festal board 
on this occasion. H e also felt sure that 
those thousands who 
were 
at 
home 
were with the spirit of the 
occasion. 
The last election, the speaker said, was a 
historic one. It proved that the people ot 
this country are in tavor of protecting their 
own industries. In conclusion, Mr. Estee 
referred to the members of Congress, who, 
he said, were too well known, as was Sen­ 
ator Stanford, by their acts in the interests 
of the people to need any eulogy. 
"O ur Country" was the next" sentiment, 
and was responded to by General W. H . L. 
Barnes, who m ade a patriotic and effective 
speech. 
H e said that a man has never journeyed 
in foreign countries who will ever forget 
his native land. W herever he may have 
gone, still in bis heart there is a tender 
emotion for the place where he was born. 
How little we appreciate the greatness of 
our nation with her population of over 60 - 
000,000 people, he said. 
It is the grandest 
c-iuntry on which God’s sun ever shone. 
The American nation is the mistress of 
prosperity and queen of the world, in peace 
and in war. H e concluded by prophesying 
that it will not be long before every Terri­ 
tory will be represented among the stars on 
the flag. 
The next toast announced was “Our Pres­ 
ident-elect,” and Senator Stan fora was called 
upon to respond. The toast was drank 
while standing, and as the Senator rose to 
respond the oand played "H ail to the 
Chief,” and the speaker was greeted with 
deafening applause. Before responding to 
the toast the Senator said be would like to 
say a few w ords to thank his many friends 
for making him one of their distinguished 
guests. 
He could not pxoress how happy 
he telt to see such a gaihering. In response 
to the sentiment alt be could say was that 
he bad served two vears in the United 
States Senate with President-elect H arri­ 
son. and during that tim e be had formed a 
niojt favorable opinion of the General. H e 
had often said that if any man was most tit 
to be P. e-ident auifirg man t distinguished 
an I worthy men Harrison w a-the m an. He 
nad grown up in the spirit of libertj, and 
believed in the Declaration of Indpendrnce. 
H e believed that governments esiited for 
tbe people arid lived in tha» principle, Fire 
Senator then reviewed ¡he progress of ¡he 
country as he had personally observed it, 


and said that it was due to the Republican 
party, of whose principies Harrison was the 
embodim ent. H e believed th at America 
could pay to labor m any times the wages it 
receives in Europe and still compete with 
it. on account of the superior inventive ge­ 
nius of Americans. The Senator closed 
with a glowing eulogy of General Harrison, 
who. he said, he was assured would make a 
model President 
Congressman Morrow next responded to 
“ San Francisco and her interests,” and 
made an effective and warmly received 
speech. 
Governor W aterm an was then called 
upon to speak to the sentim ent—" The 
State of California.’ 
He was received with 
trem endous applause, and as soon as it 
subsided so he-could be beard, he said : 
“ What's the matter with California?” 
“ She’s all right,” came the loud response. 
“ Yes ; you bet," said the Governor smil­ 
ing [laughter] "and she will stand by the 
Administration. I have just returned from 
Southern California. Oh. didn't Southern 
California save us ?” [Cries of “ Yes, ves : 
you bet.”] 
The Governor continued in a bappy 
strain aud was greeted with repeated ap­ 
plause. 
In conclusion he called upon 
Judge McM. Shsfter, who made some ad­ 
ditional remarks upon the same sentiment. 
Hon. L. B. Mizner eloquently responded 
to the toast, "The Republican party.” 
The toast. “Tbe Republicans of Southern 
California," was responded to by Hon. W. 
F. Fitzgerald, who paid a high tribute for 
the great work it did for the Republican 
ticket in the late election. 
The speech of Mr. Fitzgerald was fol­ 
lowed by the sentiment “Xorthen Califor­ 
nia, ’ and General N. P. Chipman most 
ably spoke in behalf of the northern por­ 
tion of California’s expensive citrus belt. 
The next toast announced was "The 
Young Republicans,” to which se n tim e n t 
Hon. Joseph McKenna was called upon to 
respond, and did so with enthusiastic effect, 
speaking as follows:

It has no life w hich can grow old or 
w hich can en d —it has no mission w hich can 
term inate. “ It is strong w ith the strength and 
im m ortal w ith th e im m ortality o f life. 
This 
coustanev and alw ays sufficient force deiv dis­ 
tinction o f age in p e rso n s-th ev m ake the old 
young, they m ake the young old. aud m ake 
both th e best there can be in politics. 
Is th ere nothing, then, in the sentim ent, 
“ The Voting RepublicansV ” I th in k there is a 
great deal. It m ust, how ever, be sought in the 
broader in.iuiry, W hat is it to be a Republican ? 
A R epublican is not a Dem ocrat—or, rather, let 
us pu t it larger—the R epublican party is not the 
Dem ocratic party, nor is th e difference between 
them , even if we refer to the recent contest for 
illustration, th a t one favored the Mills bill aud 
tb e o th er d id not. Nor was th e issue m ade by- 
Mr. Cleveland. 
He picked it up, and d id n 't 
know th a t it was loaded. 
But it was. 
We all 
heard th e explosion. 
Now again, th e econom ic doctrines o f free 
trade and protection, w hether in the Mills bill 
or the Senate bill, m akes Dot the division of the 
parties. 
The d iiislo n is m ade l>v broader, 
bigger, intenser sentim ents; the sentim ent of 
nationality against the sentim ent of State's 
rights; not State sovereignty whose evil vigor 
was crushed out long ago, leaving a debris of 
inexcusable errors. 
In a word, then, the great 
difference betw een th e parties is th at the Re­ 
publican party is national—its regard is th e n a­ 
tion. T he Dem ocratic party is not national, its 
regard is the state. All the policies w hich either 
have advocated or w ill advócate spring from 
th a t difference, and on th is account young men 
should b* R epublicans. The spirit of nationality 
gives th eir patriotism the spleudidest object, the 
noblest pride. It gives nil th e ir thoughts, all 
th eir actions th e truest im pulse and guidance;

It puriiic»3 aud elevates aud enlight­ 
en* them . 
IV tiaiever party has th is seulim ent m ay som e­ 
tim es go vrong, but m ust come to and finally be 
right. 
W hatever party has not this sentim ent 
m ay som etim es go right but m ust com e to and 
finally be wrong. The R epublican party has it.
